Gaill Hamillon is a prolific writgr —fearfully
#o. When a woman takes up the pen in thorongh
earnestness, as she most assaredly has done,
Lhis is apt to be the case. But, fortunstely for
her own reputation, sbe has not drifted into
the chunnel of romance, as women writers are
#o apt to do, Had she made this ventare, suc-
oess would have been doubtlful; at least if she
had persisted in that stately, idiomatic style of
dinlogué in which hersell snd Halicarnassus
have figured so consplonously of late. Not
that it is without its charms, for the truth of the
anatter is directly the reverss, Yet it is far from
matural, and bears on ite very surface the marks
of great painstaking, That we should find in
&he six volumes which the author of ‘'Coantry
Living snd Country Thinking” has alrendy
given to the world many dull platitudes and
overstrained arguments, 18 not n matter ol sor-
prise. She has chosen, perhaps, the most difli-
oult department of literary Inbor—that of cloth-
dng the wearisome monotonies of every-day life
with a garment that is ever new, sparkling,
mnd atiractive, In the accomplishment of this
ask she has met with greater success than any
pther living writer, Her books have been
sridely read and admired, both at home and
sbrond; and we feel quite sure that 1n "Summer
HRest” there has been no falling off in the old fire
snd enthusinsm, that it will be as widely read
mnd as greatly admired as bave been any ol its
predecessors, As to whether her writlngs are
destined to anything more than & merely ephe
Jneral popularity s, indeed, a gquestion., Her
great alm has alwavs been present eiffect; and
druc to this, she has become a disciple of that
modern school whose sole dogma is the diseard-
ing ot all the multifarions rules of rhetorie
wwhich find their most frequent and admirable
illustration in the pages of Addison and of Dr,
Sam Johnson, The spirit which thus disregards
%he wholesome cancons of the old *“‘Spectator”
®chool is intensified to the bighest piteh in
#'Galn Daya” and “Summer Rest,” The author.
Fuirly revels in her pew atmosphere of short,
gharp words and angular sentences, As she ner-
gelf has somewhere benutifully =aid, ahe has
Eone ‘‘out into the highways and hedges, and
gathered up the rough, wild, wilful words,
heavy with the hatreds of men, and flled them
20 the brim with honey-dew,”

This principle, which iz the gulding one in
Jer style, serves likewise us n key to the sub.
Joot-matter of her books. To adopt and use
Xer own words, "'the mystic spirit stirs even in
pwommonplaces; & golden hue suffuses her
stmosphere; s vague, fine ecstacy thrills to
2he pources of lite;” and she i= thas able to lift
earth up to heaven, The greater portion, aad
pertainly the most interesting portion, of “Sum-
mer Rest” deals exclusively with these enuo-
bled commonplaces—is suffused with this golden
diue.

The Government of France huas exhibited a
commendable zeal in encouraging researches in
fhe laubyrinth of knowledge, in fostering the
clements ol lmprovement in the mechanienl
world, snd in urging the skill acd invention of
the thinking and working communities to pusi
on iu the march of progress. In this age of en-
hghtenment it 11l becomes a great nation lige
ours to vent puerile bad humor aod spleen upon
an undertaking conceived in the true spirit of
friendliness to the industrial world. The invita-
tion to our country to participate in the contem-
plated Exhibition wus extended cerdially, re-
gpectiully, snd without reterence to any existing
or prospective political antagonism: and 1t
should be received In the same spirit. It the
domestic disturbances that have sifected our
lund, the effects of which have disordered the
nntional household, render 1t inconvenient lor
1, a1 present, 10 enter the hets of mternational
imdustrial competition, let ug gracerully and
politely dechue the proflered invitation, 'If, on
the contrary, we are in a coudition to do Justice
and honor to our nationality in the display of
American art and productiveness, let usembrace
the opportunity with good temper and cheerful
upllrcclutlon ol the intention of its onginators,

It is quite hkely, therclore, that something of
this sort may be on toot to head ol Senwior
Cowan, nnd to give *'0ld Thaqa,” and D, D, For-
ney a good lit in the Penosylvania October
election, At all events, we cun hardly expect o
conclusion of this session of Congress tois side
of Aungust, considering the number of important
bills still lying upon the table of the Senate,
and considering the party tactice required to
hold the Republicans together, and to keep
President Johnson wud bis policy in the back-
grouud, The radical leaders in Congress have
diecovered the power, which they hold with
their twe-thizds majorities over the Executive,
and we may be sure that they will not omt
some exercise of this power, in view of the
approaching State elections, We may thus
have some very eurious apd important devel-
opments at Washington betore the elose of the
present session, and we guess it is possible that
the radical managers may find in the sequel that
they have been reckoning without thelr host,

The Public Finances,
From the Times.

Some of our critical and evergrowling neigh-
bors can find no good in the administration of
the tinances. They ure far from being consistent
with each other. A score of funding snd con-
tracting crotchets are indulged, as widely differ-
ing theoretically from ecach other as their
authors profess to differ frowm Mr, MeCulloch
practicully. And v wonld be quite as difficult
for the Secretary Lo attempt to please any one
of these authorities without odending all others
us to undertuke to reconcile the contradictory
views of, or to make his peace with the whole

party.

We shall hoave to advise him, therefore, to
recerve his aceustomed equanimity. We have
ittle question that he will do 0. He will con-
tinue to pursue his steady course of payment
aod improvement ol the public debt.

show of consistency or nnauimity ; to the conduct
ol the currency and the funding of the pubiie
debt,

The funding procest has already so elevated
the eredit and value of investments of the Com-
pound Legal-tenders and 7-30 per cent. Troasury
noles—taking the former entirely out of the
catalogue of aetive cirrulstion s currency—ns
to leave the question of lunding them at ma-
turity beyond doubt. The Secretary would like
to convert them at once, While they were at
or under par and Interest he could make the
exchange at a diference of 3 per cent, in favor

Now if our neighbors who criticize the enrnest
public service of the Secretary would hiave him
reduce the greenback ciroulation faster than
the foregoing statement demonstrates that he
bas reduced it, they had best blame Congress
for restrictivg his authority,. We shall not do
g0, however, believing that the sct of April last
is ahou! right—$10,000,000 in six months, and
£4.000,000 per month atterwards, In this, we
think, the popular opinion is with ns and with
Congress,  And if they would have him pay off
the public debt faster thau $10,000.000 per
menth, they had best not destroy hig sources of
revenue by declaiming against all foreign com-
merce, and by ineistine upon early specie pay-
ments, and a genernl a8 well as abrupt crash to
all domestic trade and manufactures,

And finklly, it they would have him fund his
ten porary currency obligations into gold-bear-
ing United Btutes stocks, they had best not
impair the eredit of such stocks already in the
market, or in the hands of the public, by cla-
moring tor too murh gold interest and too long a
credit on the gold prineipal. There Is such a
thing as making a new funded stock so attrac-
tive ns to defeat its own purpose, besidea de-
stroying the value of its predecessors.  Aund it it
be a mistake of Mr, McCutloch to take this view
of the Wall street sugeestion of a thirty or forty
venrs' =ix per cent. gold-bearing stock, we have
no doubt he is ready to accept the conseqnences
before the people,

Unseemly Haste.
From the World,

It 1 apnounced with great satisfaction, by
geveral journals in different sections of the
country, that special sessions of the Legislatures
in eertnin States ure to be called for the express
purpose of adopting the Constitutional amend.
ment embodied in the laiest report of the radical
reconstructionists, Almost pssoon after the adop-
tion of the repott in Congress as the frst mail
could go from Washington to New Haven Goy-
ernor Hawley received a copy, and the Connec-
ticut Legislature, now in session, but whose
remuining term of serviee is very short, will
undoubtedly be called upon to adopy the
amendment at an early day. Governor Bul-
lock, of Massachusetts, is rushing around Baston

in an unensy frame of mind lest his State
ghould not be the first in the field, and he pro-
poses to call the Legislature together onm the
entliest practioable Monday morming. No less
than  forty madical members of Congress
have employed Governor Brownlow to call
his Le fure together, undoubtedly for the
“moral effect” which would result from the
adoption of the amendment by the State of Ten-
pessee.  But Brownlow begins to doubt his
actual ownership of **his” Logislature, tor the
upper brauch of that rebellious body has iately
rejected nearly all ol Browunlow's appointments,
cansing that model divine to swear that he
would #end in no more nominations to “such a
get.,” Governor Curtin has officially, and most
officiously, issued a proclumation to the Gov-
ernors ol *loyal” meaning radical, States to do
this thing with the utmost haste. Governor
Fenton, o1 our own Btute, onyy hesitates till he
ean consult with the partv leaders, to see what
efect (after the unlortunate special session of
the Senate) au extra session o' the Lerisluture
will be likely to have upon the full eleciion,

In po inetance have the radical Journals,
urging these extra #essions, spoken of the
Legislatures coming togcther *‘to act upon"
the new amendment, The phrase 18 alwayvs
‘‘to udopty” snd in no case bas an extra session
been sugeested except in Siates where the
Legislature is thoronghly radical, The Columbus
(Unin) Journa!, in calhmg upon Governor Cox
to bring the Legislature together “to adopt”
this amendment, says:—*A political campaign
s just being insugurated, and this amendment
yresents the proper plarform for the ‘Union?
party, end an excellent isspe for it to make
with the Democracy.” O conrse, them, the
adoption of the nmeadment, and thus the vir-
tual adoption of the radics! platform, recon-
struction repors and all, s nothing more than
an etlort to discount public, or rataer party,
opinion in certaln States, in advance of the
1all elections,

The “amendment” is but the stopper to the
molnsses-filled bottle—the report—which 18 10
catch the flies next 1all; und it stands conressed
that the vole business of the present Congress
hps been the construction of 4 radical platiorm
strong enough for the party to stand upon for
at least ancther vear. The assured actlon of
these radical Legislatures In “adopting” the
asmendment 18 no more an expression or expo-
nent of public opinifon in their States, than
would be the adoption of both report ant
smendment in 4ny county cancus or convention,
The question is not whether the radical Legis.
Iatures of certain States will necept the amend-
ment, but whether three-fourths of the States
i the Upion will adopt it,

And with all this unseemly haste in sending
1he party platiorm to the ladical Governors, it
i# not positively stated whether it has, or has
not been lanld betore the resident tor his signa-
ture, Counstitutionally, his slguature Is not
necessary ; nor with his olt-repested expression
of his opposition to further Constitutionsl
amendments, at thig time, when eleven Staws
to he f-pﬂ}iaﬂ’\r affected by these smendments are
unrepresented, would it be desirable fur the
radienls to draw out in the formn of a velo an-
ther clearly defined stutement ot the President’s
policy in immediate contrast with the new radl-
cnl party plattorm. But the radicals themselves
huye esthilshed & precedent, in sending for
Alr, Lincoln's avprovil the smendment abolish-
ing slavery, This was done for the express par-
pore of identirviog Mr, Lineoln with this e,

Mr, Baneroft's recent Historieal Declamation
